taxes and in addition to any other lawful methods or means of
providing for the payment of indebtedness, have the power by and
through its governing body to provide for or to secure the payment
of the cost of purchasing, constructing or otherwise acquiring, ex-
tending and improving any real or personal property necessary or
useful in its operation of any water or electric utility by pledging,
assigning or otherwise hypothecating, the net earnings or profits
derived, or to be derived, from the operation of such water or
electric utility. To that end, it may enter into such contracts and
issue such warrants or debentures as may be proper to carry out
the provisions of this paragraph. Such contracts, warrants and
debentures shall not be deemed to constitute an indebtedness of the
city, village, town or municipal power district. The provisions of
this paragraph and the authority herein granted to cities, villages,
towns and municipal power districts shall not be limited or made
inoperative by any existing statute.

The county court of the county of
Marquette shall have cognizance of and jurisdiction to hear, try
and determine, all actions and proceedings at law wherein the
amount of debt, damages, penalty or forfeiture shall not exceed
the sum of * * * {wo thousand dollars; actions to recover
the possession of personal property with damages for the unlawful
taking or detention thereof, wherein the value of the property
claimed shall not exceed the sum of one thousand dollars, and all
charges for offenses arising within said county and which are not
punishable by commitment to the state prison; and the judge of
said county court shall have power to sentence and commit all per-
sons convicted of any offense of which said court has jurisdiction.
